Indiana Rail Commission Powerless 


to compel Southern Indiana Road 


to Relieve Coal Situation. 


II THE LAW SAYS 


Indianapolis, Dec. 
22.—Charles V. 


McAdams. one of the members of the 
railroad commission, speaking for the 
commission today, charged that the 
Southern Indiana railroad was respon- 
sible for the Big Four-Southern Indiana 
coal embargo and imbroglio at Terre 
Haute. This statement 
of Commis- 


sioner McAdams came after the com- 
mission had received 
definite 
word 


from the officials of the Southern In- 
diana that they would take no steps to 
relieve the Terre 
Haute situation. 


And at the same time Mr. McAdams 
said that the present situation showed 
the Southern Indiana railroad 
to be 


more powerful than the state. 


"The members of the railroad com- 


mission wish the responsibility for the 
outrageous situation at Terre Haute 
placed where it belongs," said Mr. Mc- 
Adams 
today. 
"The responsibility 


rests on the officials of the Southern 
Indiana Railroad company and no one 
else; theirs is the blame for the coal 
shortage in northern Indiana: theirs 
Is the responsibility for broken con- 
tracts on the part of coal dealers; 
theirs is the responsibility for what- 
ever industrial depression and finan- 


cial loss may result from their failure 
to deliver coal to the many Big Four 
points. Let there be no doubt as to 
who are the responsible parties." 


Continuing, Commissioner McAdams 


spoke of the inability of the railroad 
commission under the existing laws 
to correct this situation. 
"The com- 


mission," he said, "has exhausted ev- 
ery means in its power to bring' the 
Southern Indiana to ..-. reasonable posi- 
tion. Attorney General Miller and his 
office lorce have within recent days 
put aside the other business that was 
pressing in that office and tried to help 
the commission find a way to compel 
the Southern to be fair and honest. 
Every means that we know of has been 
exhausted. 
It only remains for us to 


admit that under the present laws the 
railroad commission and the legal de- 
partment of the state can do nothing 
to protect the industrial interests of 
the people of the state in such a crisis; 
it only remains for us to admit frank- 
ly that under existing laws the South 
ern Indiana railroad, a private corpor- 
ation, Is more powerful than the state 
of Indiana In its full strength. Such a 
situation is intolerable."

Metzler, a clerk employed in David 
Cox's drug store at 2S02 North Capitol 
avenue, shot and killed Albert W. Har- 
vey, a negro, in the store about 9:00 
o'clock today. Metzler called the po 
lice by telephone and he was arrested 
on the charge of murder. 


The body of the negro was taken to 


the city morgue. 
The cause of the 


trouble, according to the drug cleric 
was that Harvey insisted on going be- 
hind the counter of the store in spite 
of his warning to remain outside. 


The men were alone in the store and 


none of the shots were heard outside 
The first known of the trouble was 
when Metzler walked into H. C. Bade's 
grocery, adjoining the drug store.

SIX MINERS KILLED 


IN ACCIDENT IN 


Cage Dropped 100 Feet and 


Crushed Men in Debris 


at the Bottom. 


St. Louis, Dec. 22.—One miner is 


known to have been killed, five others 
are believed to be dead and another 
was seriously injured by the drop- 
ping of the cage early today in the 
shaft 
of the 
Breeze-Trenton 
Coal 


Mining company, about 
ten 
miles 


west of Carlisle, 111. 


Carlisle is forty-eight miles east of 


St. Louis. 


The accident occurred as the sec- 


ond cage of miners was descending in- 
to the mine. The cage containing the 
six men had descended three hundred 
feet down the four hundred foot shaft 
when it stuck momentarily and then 
went crashing to the bottom with a 
noise similar to an explosion. 


The known dead: 
August Foppey. 
Buried under debris and believed to 


be dead: 


Walter Scha finer, Herman Flater, 


Henry Middeke, Herman Holtman and 
Frank Sarre. 


The injured: 
William Fritz, leg broken and body 


bruised. 


William Fritz was at the bottom of 


the shaft working almost under the 
descending cage when he heard the 
shout of the miners above him as the 
cage stuck. 
As he looked 
up 
the 


cage dropped and he barely had time 
to spring to the side when the crash 
came and debris was piled about him. 
His leg was broken and he was badly 
bruised. 


At. the bottom of the cage shaft is 


another hole called a sump and a por- 
tion of the debris plunged on down in- 
to tho sump, carrying flve of the min- 
ers with It. The sixth, August Foppey, 
jumped as the crash came and was 


cut, 
squarely In two. 
Ills body was 


taken out. during the morning and so 
far was the only body recovered by 
the gang of more than a hundred res 
Cuers. "

The debris was no tightly wedged 


Into the mouth of the sump that. it. will 
likely be some hours before It can be 
removed. 
No soiinds or cries have 


been \heard coming from under the 
debris find it. Is believed that the flve 
miners were Instantly killed and prob 
ably badly crushed.

Mr. Foster's Address. 


Relative to the work of maintain- 


ing the hospital. President 
Foster 


said: 


The usefulness of Tlope hospital has 
never been greater tlinn during; the piist 
year. 
It has felt, however, in common 
with institutions and 
Individuals, 1h.e 
pinch of -prosperity. Not lieinp in position 
to Increase Its income, It has found It 
somewhat difficult to meet the Increase 
in its expenditures, resulting from the 
Increased cost, of labor ami all kinds of 
supplies. 
As hns been pointed out before, we now 
have to expend something like $2,200 for 
light and fuel, where a few years ago. In 
tlie days of natural gas. these items eost 
UB nothing. That the hospital has hee.n 
able to meet the new conditions aft wc-Il 
as it has seems good reason to congratu- 
late the management on the intelligence 
nnd economy with which the institution 
has been conducted.

Lima Court Reverses Case

MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


Judge Taylor in Address to 


Men's Club at Ply- 


mouth Church. 


The work of the Mississippi river 


commission In reclaiming the 29,000 
square miles of alluvial lands in the 
great Mississippi basin from the an- 
nual overflow of that mighty stream , 
was the subject of an 
exceedingly 


lucid and entertaining talk by Judge 
R. S. Taylor before thn Men's club ot 
the Plymouth Congregational church 
last evening. During the course ot his 
address Judge Taylor also gave an In- 
teresting picture of the conditions in 
that country and a pleasing view of 
the southern negro in his most con- 
genial environment. 


The attendance at. the meeting was 


about one hundred, many 
of those 


present being 
non-members 
ot th« 


club who had been 
drawn 
to 
the 


church because of the subject and the 
knowledge that Judge 
Taylor knew 


whereof he spoke. 
Since 
18S1 the 


judge has been a member of the com- 
mission, taking the place of Hon. Ben- 
jamin Harrison, who resigned in that 
.year to go into the senate. The six 
other members of tho body are civil 
engineers, especially designed by law 
for the position, and the seventh po- 
sition, the one the judge holds, is, the 
only one that can be filled by some 
citizen of the United States who has 
not been specially 
trained 
for en- 


gineering work. The lecture was Il- 
lustrated 
with 
Stereopticon 
views, 


many of them being made for the oc- 
casion.- 


Was Part of Mexican Gulf. 


At one time, the 
judge said, the 


basin of the Mississippi river, that part 
now occupied by the alluvial lands, 
was a portion of the Gulf of Mexico. 
Gradually this upper portion ot the 
gulf filled up, leaving only the Missis- 
sippi river with its many 
tributary 


streams in place of the former great 
expanse of water that was an actual 
part of the Gulf of Mexico. 


This part of the land immediately 


surrounding the river is very low and 
during the times of high water is sub- 
ject to overflow. 
The chief duty ot 


the commission is, therefore, to re- 
cover this land from the river and 
save it. from the overflow which al- 
ways causes much 
damage. 
The 


judge also stated that this alluvial 
land Is among the richest ground In 
the country. For the purpose of keep- 
ing the river In its banks great levees 
have been built, the average height ot 
which Is twelve feet, all the way from 
New Orleans to Cairo, III., a distance 
of 1,200 miles, on both sides of the 
river. This system Is now almost per- 
fect and for the past seven years has 
protected the alluvial basin so that 
during that time there has not been a 
single flood of any great size.

Would Retire From Presidency. 
At our annual meeting a year ago 1 took 
occasion to say that with the expiration 
of this year I ivoutii feel justified in ask- 
ing the association to elect some one In 
my place as president. 1 have served 'six 
years. If there Is honor In tne position, 
as there Is. the honor ought to be passed 
around. If there is care and responsibil- 
ity, no one man ought to be asked to 
assume them an unfair length of time. 
I took the position six years ago. a 
stranger to the institution. 
I had not 
previously even been a trustee. But I "was 
Influenced to accept the position by my 
own sense of fair play. I realized that I 
had no right to refuse in -oear my sbare 
of such burdens and that It - was not 
right to demand that any one man be 
kept In the harness indefinitely. 
'I lie 
same considerations that let! me to ac- 
cept the position in the flrst place now 
Justify me In asking you to elect my suc- 
cessor. 
In doing this I do not want to convey 
the impression that .whatever Interests I 
have shown in the Institution, or what- 
ever service I may have been aule to ren- 
der It. Is to cease. 
On tne contrary. I 
expect to continue my Interest In it. I 
wouldn't want to be classed with those 
who dump all the load on to the other 
follow the very moment they have ati 
excuse for doing so. 
Recently there has been some agitation 
in the Fort TTayne Ministerial associa- 
tion of the proposition to Interest In the 
management of this hospital the various 
congregations represented by the mem- 
bers of this association. 
The plan has 
seemed to me a promlPlns one and If 
curried out Tt-oulJ. 
I tnin'it. 
reflect as 


much credit upon the- various denomina- 
tions as an equal amount of money spent 
In any other direction. As to the relative 
amount of good that would be done, it 
would not. perhaps be good taste for me 
to say. 


Makes Offer of Aid. 
As an evidence of my intention not to 
withdraw from the support of Hope hos- 
pital when my successor, is elected, and to 
give the new administration something 
that may have In It the possibility ol 
bettering conditions, I beg to offer as fol- 
lows: 


I will pledge myself to give to Hope 
hospital, every year for flv« years, pro- 
vided I live, as much as the congregation 
of any church will give It up to $1.000 
per year. I place this limit on the amount 
because I have a number of friends In 
the churches who are wortli as mucb as, 
or more than. I am. and the Lord might 
put It Into their hearts to combine to- 
gether to "soak me good ana proper." 
In order that the smaller churches may 
also find no reason to refrain from do- 
Ing their full share. I will vary the prop- 
osition, making the amount, with the 
same limit, one-fifth or what all tbe 
churches will give. The two proposition* 
may be combined nnd whichever will cost 
m* th» most may he accepted. With the 
number of rresbyterlans. Baptist*. Meth- 
odists, 
Episcopalians. CongregationalIsts 
a.nd oth*«r orthodox and evangelical de-

cause they are so original. They are 
inexpensive, too. If made at home, and 
as Hie quaintest designs are fashioned 
on v/ire frames, the construction is 
easy work for even an amateur, for it 
consists simply in covering the shapes 


with hright colored crepe or 
tissue 


paper. 


Of the new designs, appropriate for 


either private or club functions, none 
is more effective than the "fire-fly" 
favor. The body of this insect, is 
made of milliner's wire and covered 
with 
green 
crepe 
paper, 
that 
is 


touched with gilt, or bronze to give it 
a glitter, that is most effective at night. 


The diaphanous wings on either side 
of the body are made of black net and 
the feet and p.ntanae are of the wire 
wrapped with black paper. The eyes 
are of bright gold piper, with black 
dots in the center to look like pupils. 
The under side of the fly is of yellow 
crepe paper that makes 
a 
splendid 


Imitation of a "lightning bug" when 
the tiny electric light inside iu turned 


on. This fly is placed on top of a stick 
wound with green crepe paper, with a. 
small .storage battery in the handle, so 
that, at a touch of the fingers the light 
is flashed on in the insert's 
body.

for tho holidays, the greater number 
of kinds prepared the more enjoyment 
there will be when they are served 
either as dessert or as bonbons be- 
tween meals. 


AR fondant Is the foundation of all 


the fine cream candles, a good work- 
ing knowledge of how to make It Is 
essential. Never try to make fondant 
on a damp day. The utensils needed 
are an extra 
heavy 
bottomed two 


quart granite saucepan, a couplu of 
half pint agate pans, a wooden paddle, 
a candy fork or dip, plenty of waxed 
paper and a marble 
slab or 
large 


earthen platter. 


Tho materials needed are the best 


granulated sugar for the cream, to be 
used In the kneading, vegetable color 
pastes, that mny be purchased at any 
reliable confectioner's, or be made at. 
home as preferred; a little cream of 
tartar, and then tho fillings, flavorings, 
nuts, etc., that are to be used in com- 
bination with the fondant. 
And in 


this connection let me advise you to 
purchase your nuts In the shell and 
crack them at home. 


For flavoring the ordinary extracts 


•re used, also marachino, and other 
cordials. The formula for fondant is 
always the same: 
Granulated sugar 


two cupfuls—that is 
a 
pound—one 


cupful hot water, and a half teaspoon- 
ful cream of tartar. 
This is the eas- 


iest quantity to handle for tho ama- 
teur. 
After a little experience 
the 


quantity can he doubled, as fondant 
can be made, and kept on hand. 
Put 


the Ingredients Into the saucepan and 
stir over a slow fire, not allowing them 
to boil. 
Stir until the sugar* Is dis- 


solved but no longer, for after it he- 
. comes a clear 
syrup 
stirring 
will 


cause It to granulate. Heat rapidly to 
the boiling point, wiping away care- 
fully with a damp cloth any grains of 
moisture that appear on the sides of 
the pan. If the^e drop back in the pan 
they are apt. to cause the syrup to 
granulate as it cools. 
!f any 
scum 


rises take off carefully. After cooking 
about ten minutes, begin to test, by 
taking up a few drops in a spoon and 
dropping Into a cup of ice water. If It 
makes a soft ball when rolled between 
tho fingers it has reached .the desired 
consistency and should he at once re- 
moved from the fire and set aside In 
the pan in which it has been cooked 
until cool—not cold. 
Do not try to 


hasten the cooling by setting the pan 
In coid water ns Is sometimes advised. 
When cooled to a little more than !)R 
degrees Fahrenheit begin stirring en- 
ergetically with a wooden paddle. 
In 


a few moments it will look 
rlomly, 


then whiten 
and 
grow 
thick and 


creamy. 
When too stiff to stir, take 


In the hands and knead 
like bread 


dough. 
There !o no chance of over- 


doing this for its lightness depends 
upon the thoroughness of the knead- 
ing. When quite light and creamy It 
Is ready for use, though It 
will 
bo 


.-vastly better if put away as confec- 


tioners do, for a day or two to mellow 
acd ripen. Pack In an earthen dish 
and cover with a slightly dampened 
cloth. This will keep for weeks if de- 
sired. 
Be sure the cloth covers the 


jar tightly, else it will crust over and 
be unfit for use. If the fondant grains 
after stirring, in spite of care, do not 
be discouraged; simply return to the 
saucepan, add a few spoonfuls water 
and stir again until thoroughly dis- 
solved, then put over the fire and cook 
again, wiping off the grain as before 
and taking caro not to jar the pan 
while cooking or cooling. 


Coloring the Fondant. 


When sufficient fondant 
has 
been 


prepared it is ready for coloring. All 
colors, extracts and flavorings used 
must be as concentrated as possible. 
RO as not to thin the fondant too much. 
If you make your own colorings, green 
is made by boiling the leaves of spin- 
ach a few moments In a little water. 
then strain nnd bottle. 
Rod is mad.? 


by boiling one ounce powdered coch- 
ineal in a cup of water for live min- 
utes, then adding one ounce cream of 
tartar and a half 
ounce 
powdered 


alum and cooling ten minutes longer. 
While hot add twn ounces sugar and 
bottle. Knr pink use a few drops pre- 
pared cochineal or a little cranberry 
juice or pink gelatine softened In wa- 
ter. 
For blue rub Indigo 'In a little 


water on a plate. Caramel or choco- 
late give a dark brown. Tho grated 
rind of a darlc-sklnn<;d orange soaked 
In a small quantity of Its juice, then 
strained, gives yellow, or take a half 
ounce saffron, add to it two ounces of 
alcohol and four of water and let the 
mixture stand 
several 
days 
before 


using. 
A small quantity of this gives 


a beautiful yellow and more a deep 
orange. 
Fruit juices also furnish ex- 


cellent colorings for candles. 


To color or flavor the fondant, sim- 


ply work in the desired colors and 
flavors, a little at a time, until the 
proper shade of color and taste have 
been attained. From this tlmo on 
the work Is fascinating and may be 
varied in any number of ways. 
For 


fillings or covers there may be utilized 
dates, figs, nuts of all sorts, eocoanut 
grated and 
dried, cherries, 
ginger, 


pineapple, candied fruits 
and 
other 


things that will suggest themselves as 
the work progresses. 


Chocolate Creams. 


To prepare these 
universal favor- 


ites take the cream, flavor it, form into 
little balls or cones and 
place 
on 


greased plates of paper until slightly 
hardened on the surface. 
This will 


take about an hour. Grate and molt 
some unsweetened chocolate by sot-' 
ting the pan containing it. into another 
pan of hot water. 
When the choco- 


late is entirely melted drop In two or 
three of the cream balls, roll around 
to cover, then lift up with the candy 
dipper, a loop of stout 
wire 
in 
a 


wooden handle. Drain for a moment 
over the pan. then place on a parafflno 
paper to harden. Vary this by mixing 
chopped nuts with the cream, rolling 
the fondant around nuts before dip- 
ping, or pressing half of an English 
walnut on top of the cream after It has 
been dipped In the chocolate. 


Maple Fondant. 


Still another fondant that is capable 


of unlimited variations is made with 
maple syrup. 


To two cupfuls brown sugar add one 


cupful maple syrup, one 
cupful hot 


water, half a teaspoonfnl cream of tar- 
tar. 
Proceed as with the white fond- 


ant. 


Glaced Fruits. 


Olnced fruits are delightful additions 


to the box of holiday candy. To make 
them, cut Malaga or 
Tokay grapes 


from their hunches, leaving the stems 
as long as possible. 
Dust carefully 


and be sure they are free from mois- 
ture. Holding them by the stems, dip 
one at a time in some of the melted 
fondant and place on oiled paper to 
dry. 
Mandarin oranges separated in 


sections and drier! in a warm place 
until the-skin nn tho outside Is per. 
foctly free from moisture, make a sat- 
isfactory glace, as also blanched al-

Washington, 
Dec. 22.—President I 


!|^»osevelt In his message on-the Pan- 
ama canal gavo to congress a detailed 
account of his three days' visit to the 
canal zone and the cities of Panama 
and Colon in November, showing how 
from twelve to eighteen hours a day 
were "spent" in going over and in- 
specting all there was to be seen and 
in examining various employes. 


The message proved an entertaining 


narrative, detailing *he personal expe- 
riences and observations of the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt during his 
investigation of the work in the canal 
zone. 
It contains twenty-six photo- 


graphs of work on the canal taken 
while the president was on the ground. 
It breathes a strong spirit of optimism 
regarding the ability of the United 
States to complete "this giant feat of 
the ages." The president is particu- 
larly severe on those Americans who 
have criticised the work at Panama 
without Just grounds, and says: * 


"I feel for thorn the heartiest con- 


tempt and indignation, because in a 
spirit of wanton dishonesty and malice 
they are trying to interfere with and 
hamper the execution of the greatest 
•work of the kind ever attempted, and 
are seeking to bring to naught the ef- 
forts of their countrymen to put to the 
credit of America one of the giant 
feats of the ages." 


President Roosevelt 
makes 
these' 


recommendations and announcements: 


A seven headed commission is a 


clumsy affair and there should be one 


commissioner, with heads of depart- 
ments unrtcr him. 


Employment of the best engineer1; 


in the country as consulting engineers 
should be expressly permitted. 


Dr. Gorgas Is to bo made a member 


of the commission and the law as to 
its composition remains unchanged. 


Several thousand Chinese laborers 


are to be given a trial. 


The president pays tribute to the 


amount of work done by the French 
Canal company, reclaring this coun- 
try "never made a 
bolter 
Invest- 


ment" than the $40,000.000 paid to the 
French company for its betterments 
and the Panama railroad. 


His inspection, at the height, of the 


rainy season, convinced the president 
of the wisdom of congress in refusing 
to adopt either a high level or a sea 
level canal. 


Mr. Roosevelt points out that tho 


first problem to bo solved—on the so- 
lution of which success of all tho rest 
of the work depended—was that of 
sanitation. 
This has been from the 


beginning under the direction of Dr. 
W. C. Gorgas, and the president tells 
congress Dr. Gongas is to be made a 
full member of the canal commission.

Hits Rival "Billionaire." 


As usual, Mr. Rockefeller asked to 


be excused from discussing business, 
but with unusual freedom he talked of 
the responsibilities of \veaith, 
the 


prodigality of the American people 
and the majesty of the law. and for 
the first time mentioned his new rival 
as an alleged "billionaire," the head 
of the "lumber trust," Frederick Wey- 
erhaeuser. 


The last of the snow disappeared 


yesterday from the golf links on Mr. 
Rockefeller's 
Pocantlco 
hills estate 


ami mado him very happy. 


"The links are better at Pocantlco," 


ho explained, "and 1 go there when- 
ever I can. If the weather is good I 
shall stay up there 
over Christmas 


and play.golf." 


Cheeks Red; Step Elastic. 


Daily exercise on tho links has made 


the oil king's cheeks ruddy and his 


step elastic. His eyes are bright and 
his laugh as merry as that of the hap- 
piest man who was never indicted for 
violating the laws of the land. 
He 


looks even better than when he re- 
.urned from Europe. 


"Do you believe you are a poor man 


beside Frederick Weyerhaeuser, tho 
lumberman who has been written up 
as richer than Rockefeller?" 


This question amused the oil king 


much. 


"I think, as In other cases, his for- 


tune has been greatly overestimated," 
Mr. Rockefeller replied. 
"I do not 


know Mr. Weyerhaeuser 
personally, 


but my people have had business deal- 
ings with him, once I believe, in a 
case where there was some difference, 
but everything was adjusted. He has 
always been spoken of as a man of 
high honor and integrity. 


"But if Mr. Weyerhaeuser gathered 


$1,000,000,000 
worth 
of 'natural re- 


sources of the country at. a time when 
It was not 
known how vital they 


would bo to the welfare of the whole 
people do you believe his fortune a 
menace?" 


Silent on Large Fortunes. 


"I am not prepared to discuss the 


ethics of large fortunes," Mr. Rocke 
feller replied. "But. this much I cnn 
tell you: Great, wealth is a great bur- 
den, a great responsibility. It invar- 
iably proves to be 
one of the twc 


things—either 
great 
blessing or a 


great curse. We are only stewards." 


"Then that's just, the job I've been 


looking for for a long time—to 
hire 


out as a steward," suggested one of 
his hearers. 


The Standard Oil "steward" laughed 


so heartily at this that It must have 
passed as a joke. 


"But every man has to give an ac- 


counting 
of his stewardship," con- 


tinued Mr. Rockefeller seriously, "and 
those who possess great wealth should 
have to show that they are competent 
to use it. properly—should pass an ex- 
amination and be judged perhaps by 
what they do with their money." 


Mr. Rockefeller's reference to

Strike of Yardmen on Eight 


Roads Hinges on Action 


of Railways. 


New York, Dec. 22.—Whether or 


not there will be a general tie-up of 
Christmas freight in the yards of the 
eight of the big railroads having term- 
inals in New York and Jersey -City 
•waa dependent on the outcome of a 
conference which was held today at 
the office of the Central railroad of 
New Jersey In this city. The eight 
roads concerned are the Pennsylvania, 
Erie, Lehigh Valley, Central o£ New 
Jersey, Long Island, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Lackawanna and Staten Island 
Rapid Transit. 


The yard men employed on those 


roads gave the managers until today 


L to decide whether or not to grant them 


in increase of five cents an hour In 
wages. Most of the roads had agreed 
UD an increase of four cents an hour. 
Llthough the railroad officials admit- 
Ed today the situation seemed acute. 
Jhere was no talk of yielding on either 
Ilde before the conference, although 
P. H. Morrissey, grand master of the 
Brotherhood 
of Railroad 
Trainmen, 


Phad said that there was no reason to 


suppose that the men -would strike. 
Mr. Morrissey conferred with the man- 
agers today. A strike on the eve of 
the Christmas holidays, when all the 
railroads running into this city are 
heavily loaded with Christmas freight 
•would Inflict a great hardship on the 
people of this city and also on those 
of other cities to 
and 
from which 


freight is passing through New York. 


HOW CARS ARE LOST. 


Foreign Roads Absorb Equipment of 


Pennsylvania Lines. 


and 49,709 on the lines west; 5G,'J17 
were on foreign roads. 


On December 1, 1906, out of 221,810 


cars in regular service, 97,480 were on 
the lines east and 52,482 on the lines 
west, while" 72,010 were on 
foreign 


roads. 


While the number of Pennsylvania 


railroad cars on foreign roads 
has 


been increasing, the number of for- 
eign care on Pennsylvania lines has 
buen decreasing. 


On December 1, 1905, there were 


57,200 foreign cars on the Pennsylva- 
nia lines east and west, while on De- 
cember 1, 1906, this number was only 
56,354. The roads west of the Missis- 
sippi river bad on December 1, 1906, 
4,435 Pennsylvania cars, while the 
Pennsylvania itself had only 2,523 cars 
belonging to the same road- 


These totals show that the Penn- 


sylvania in one year has suffered a net 
loss to the other railroads of the coun- 
try of 15,939—a number almost as 
large as the total increase in car units 
to its own equipment, and represent- 
ing a much greater difference in total 
tonnage capacity. 


The Pennsylvania railroad has thus 


been originating 
freight 
and "for- 


eign" roads have had long hauls from 
a large part of it. Necessarily, as a 
consequence, the company has been 
deprived of the use of a large portion 
of its own equipment without a com- 
pensating contribution to its supply 
from other railroads. 


The company has thus had to face 


the very difficult problem of how to 
get its cars back from the foreign 
roads, to which they had become 
"lost." 
West of Pittsburg men are 


now scouring the country for cars for 
the purpose of sending them home im- 
mediately. 
Practically every road of 


the United States will be gone over 
and the men will travel thousands of 
miles for this purpose.

In an overwhelm- 
ng number of instances the human 
ra.* has tried to find happiness along 
tlt« track of three passions—the get- 
ti>v- of wealth, the getting of power, 


the getting ot physical pleasure: 


and the experience ot the human race 
h..s demonstrated again and 
again 


that the secret of happiness is not 
found along the track of any one of 
ttsse three pursuits. Men get wealth 
and yet remain unhappy. They gain 
power and happiness is not gained 
with it. They seek and find physical 
pleasure, and when -it is enjoyed to 
the full, and the.day has come to an 
end, happiness is as far off as ever. 


The Joy Most Coveted. 


The voice of all literature is full of 


words, commending happiness as one 
of the greatest, .if not the greatest of 
all human possessions. 
Shakespeare 


says: "My crown is in my heart, not 
on my head. Not decked with dia- 
monds and Indian stones, nor to be 
seen. My crown is called content. A 
crown it is that seldom kings enjoy." 
Robert Louis Stevenson, voicing the 
great desire for cheerfulness and hap- 
piness in the daily life, says: "A 
happy man or woman is a 
better 


thing to find than a flve pound note. 
He is a radiating focus of good will, 
and his entrance into a room is as 
though another candle had been light- 
ed. We need not care whether they 
could prove the forty-seventh proposi- 
tion of Euclid. They have a better 
thing than that. They practically 
demonstrate the 
great theorem of 


life." 
Frederick von Schiller voices 


this sentiment: "Calm, serene spirit 
is the source of all that is noble and 
good. Whatever is accomplished ot 
the greatest and noblest sort flows 
from such a disposition. Petty, gloomy 
souls that only mourn, the past and 
dread the future, are not capable of 
seizing on the 
holiest 
moments of 


life." Joseph Addison, In the Specta- 
or, said: "Contentment produces in 
ome measure all those.effects which

Sentiment Helps Little. 


Yet all these sentiments, true as 
hey are in part or whole, do not help 
much in the search- for happiness even 
when we acknowledge their truthful- 
ness. What we want ourselves is the 
secret of the happiness which thesa 
vriters simply acknowledge. It is one 
thing to acknowledge a fact, or a 
habit, or the result of certain habits, 
and say, that is so. The experience 
of the world has proved it, and mine 
also. But how shall I-gain happiness 
myself, if it Is one of the 
greatest 


things in the world? If there is a se 
cret connected with it, is it so great 
that I cannot learn it, or does it lie 
within the reach of the average human 
jelng or myself? I want, to be happy; 
low shall I be happy? I wish to gain 
mpplness as a permanent possession 
How shall I gain it? It. is worth while 
to talk of this and see if we can find 
answers to this great human question 
The Person in all the world who suc- 
ceeded in gaining permanently 
the 


greatest of all happiness, -was the last 
Person in the world who, from all out- 
ward appearances, was able to gain it. 
Let us strip the personality of Jesus 
Christ.of the glamour which belongs 
to it, and look at it in its sheer his- 
torical surroundings as it actually 
was. Here was a Person who had no 
wealth and no power, seemingly, ex 
cept in a very limited direction, whicl: 
was never exercised for himself, and 
very few physical pleasures, yet his 
Ufe was full of happiness. It was bet 
ter than happlnes even, it was joy 
Happiness may be the result, and very 
often is, of superficial emotions or 
feelings or experiences. Joy is a deep 
seated and permanent thing in a hu 
man life, which comes to stay. 


This being so, Jesus Christ, who 


had this permanent, abiding joy in 
him. the highest form of happlnes 
known, died at the age of thirty-two 
It Is more correct to say he was bru 
tally murdered by an indifferent, anc 
brutal governmental machine which 
had no vision of anything higher than 


brute force. At the time of his death ] 
he left as a possession to the world no 
outward, physical token of any kind 
whatever. The things be taught the 
people were rejected by them. The 
friends he choose himself out of the 
people misunderstood him, and in the 
hour of his greatest need they all for- 
sook him am} fled. He was put to 
death after a brutal, inhuman mockery 
of a trial, in one of the most cruel and 
inhuman, fashions ever devised by hu- 
man ingenuity to create physical suf- 
fering. 
Murdered between two com- 


mon, stolid, stupid. Ignorant criminals; 
hooted at by the rabble, and hissed by 
the mob and spit upon by the crowd. 
He wrote no books; he built no cities; 
he led no armies; he founded no uni- 
versities; and when, bis last breath 
was drawn, there was apparently noth- 
ing except a most prodigious failure 
awaiting the teaching which resulted 
in his own premature murder. 


A Dispenser of Happiness. 


Could anything be further away 


from joy or happiness than such a life, 
filled with such stupendously flnhappy 
events? Failure was written all ewer 
it. There was for a little while a. per- 
iod ot popularity. It soon sank down 
and. flickered, like the going out of a 
candle in the 
gust of wind which 


blows through the hall when the door 
is opened to let In the belated guest. 
History records nothing in the Ufe of 
any man, no series of personal events, 
so tragic, so calculated to inspire de- 
spair and discouragement and gloom 
and disheartenment as the life of Jesus 
Christ Yet this Person, of all the per- 
sons in the universe, experienced him- 
self and was able to give out of his 
own experience to others, 4he highest 
form of joy known to a human being. 
That being the case It Is worth while 
to ask how It was done. It he could 
find the secret of happiness or of joy, 
and that secret was * so simple that 
others could learn it, why should not 
all who believe as he did have the 
happiness which he bad, and the text 
which we have chosen is the direct 
answer to that yearning. He says, "I 
have spoken unto you that my jay 
might remain In you, and that your 
joy might be made full." 
In other 


words, that men might be satisfied 
with this quest for happiness, and sat- 
isfied to the full. 


The Starting Point. 


The secret of happiness Is 
found 


then, we say, In learning the secret ot 
the life of Christ; and in learning as 
ho did, and as human philosophy and 
all religion bavo found out, mostly 
h rough him, that happiness Is not 
tound by seeking It along tha line of 
the pursuit of wealth, of human power 
or ot physical pleasure. The first stari- 
ng point for real happiness In a life is 
the consciousness within that one has 
made his peace with God. "There is 
no peace, salth my God, to the wicked," 
said the old prophet who. although he 
ived before the time of Christ, had 
gotten a vision of. the great philosophy 
of tho peasant of Nazareth. "There Is 
no peace, saith my God, to the wicked. 
The wicked are Hko the troubled sea 
which casts up mire and dirt." 


The first essential for peace of mind 


Is the knowledge within that there Is 
nothing between God and the soul. 
Sins have been forgiven. 
Whatever 


Is wrong, dark and crooked In the past 
has been made -straight. 
"Though 


your sins be as scarlet, they shall be 
as wool. 
Though they be red like 


crimson, they shall be as snow." If 
there Is Joy In heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth It is a Joy which Is em- 
phasized by the joy of the sinner him- 
self. A great shout goes up out of the 
soul when It is redeemed, and it seems 
that this shout is echoed in heaven, 
and echoed back again in the heart of 
the redeemed as he goes on his way 
singing. If there Is unhapplness here 
In this room today in the soul ot any 
one, it may start, and probably does, 
from a lack of clear space between 
your soul and God, because there is 
something dark there which has not 
been removed. Everything else being 
equal, the spirit which walks in com- 
panionship with God is continually 
walking in the light, and to walk In the 
light is to be happy. The godless soul 
cannot be happy. The man who lives 
without God and without hope In the 
world cannot get joy out of wealth, 
power or pleasure. 


Join in Kinship. 


Christ had the fullest consciousness 


of any person that, ever lived of kin- 
ship with God. He never attempted to 
prove the existence of God any more 
than he attempted to prove the exis- 
tence of the air he breathed. It proved 
Itself. There were some things that 
Jesus took for granted. That was the 
reason he said so little about them 
We do not talk much about the things 
that are so common every day except 
about their manifestation. We breathe 
a thousand times a day, but day after 
day goes by and we do not mention 
the fact that we breathe. So Jesus 
taught the existence of God by simply 
living the existence himself. He and 
the father were one, and the greates 
source of the joy of Christ was the 
fact that he was not alone, for the 
Father was with him, and when his 
own people rejected him, when 
his 


own disciples fled from 
him, when 


men spit upon him, when the soldiers 
drove the sharp spikes through tho 
palms o£ his hands into the wood, and 
lifted his body up and threw it back 
on the cross into the hole in the rock 
with a jar which must have started ev 


ery tender, sensitive fibre In that mar- 
velous body which contained the spirit, 
all that he had in mind was, "Father, 
for give them." 


The consciousness of the presence 


of his Father was stronger even than 
the consciousness of tne hatred o[ 
men, or the failure of his earthly mis- 
sion. If we want happiness we can- 
not, expect to get It without taking 
God into our lives. He must be a liv- 
ing, constant presence to us, stronger 
and greater than any human calam- 
ity, more real than any human friend- 
ship, mightier than any disaster, rich- 
er than any loss, more loving than any 
hatred; day and night, the presence 
of God in the spirit which has made 
Its peace with him, is the foundation 
of human happiness. 


That makes possible the Optimism 


of life; that is, this happiness which 
comes from the presence of God in 
the life makes possible the assertion 
every moment in our lives that what 
we are doing is worth while. 
Much 


unhappiriess, I find, flows out of dis- 
contentment with dally tasks. But the 
daily task is worth while that needs 
to be done because it is the work ot a 
son of God. If it is honest work, if 
the world needs It, if it must be done 
to make others happy, then we have a 
ight to the 
encouragement which 


:omes from saying every day, "This 
thing which I am doing is needed by 
God. 
The world needs it. The happi- 


ness ot others is increased by what I 
do faithfully. 
My work, in other 


words, is dignified by the conscious- 
ness of great need." It makes no dif- 
ference how menial or simple it may 
seem to be; It. Is a part and parcel of 
the whole world's eternal activity. 


Joy in Working With God. 


There is no way to redeem drudg- 


ery except by this spirit. God toiled 
to make the 
world, and we do not 


know how many ages passed by be- 
fore it was solved. 
There 
were 


countless details in creation. We no 
longer believe it was all done at. one 
stroke In six 
days 
ot twenty-four 


hours each. How long do you think 
God took to evolve the wing of a but- 
terfly or the leaf of a tree, or the color 
of the sky. or how much time and 
pains does he take at the present mo- 
ment in maintaining the universe in 
its integrity, for he is still fashioning 
It in ways of power and beauty. It Is 
still undergoing a creative 
process. 


The best people I know are those who 
find In their dally work the joy ot 
companionship with God as a co-work- 


with them in helping keep the unl- 


t amount 


mppiness might 
bo removed if we 


once remembered we were'co-laborers 
with God In tne making ot a world, In 


factor which adds to the Intensity of 
the joy of life as it was in Christ. We 
believe In the Christ himself as the 
hope ot the world. It is not a figure 
of speech used by the evangelist when 
he says, "You can be saved only 
through Christ." 
Society Can Be Saved Through Him 
and his teaching. 
Political govern- 


ments can be saved only through this 
great One. We do not grope about in 
the darkness like the old pagan philos- 
ophers searching for some golden age 
or for some heaven-born leader. Ho 
has already come, and we do our work 
in the consciousness ot that great per- 
sonality which came down from heav- 
en. The hope of this city, of its ulti- 
mate redemption, is in. Jesus Christ. 
We cannot be redeemed, saved, made 
what a people ought to bo by any po- 
litical party. We cannot be saved by 
making Improvements, by building bet- 
ter houses, by having more railroads 
or more manufactories or more of any- 
thing. Our one salvation UBS in get- 
ting into our civilization the spirit ot 
the Son of liod. embodying In our mun- 
icipal life his teaching, building up our 
business, our politics, our municipal 
government on his creed of love to God 
and man. This helps to make life 
worth living. This ought to give to 
every Christian a dignity as he looks 
out into the history of tho world. 


There are souls living in the world 


today who are in desperate physical 
conditions. The voice ot two million 
little children goes up to God this nio- 
rnont for release from the slavery of 
human greed. 
Could we preach the 


joy of life to those little children when 
they could not understand our lan- 
guage unless we did the things for 
them which Jesus taught to give them 
joy? To give them a chance to play 
and to learn and to look up at the stars 
at other times than when they go to 
work at night. And just so far as we 
try to put. the teaching of Jesus into 
the daily lite of the people, to release 
those who are In bondage, to bring out

work with a song, and in that atmos- 
phere Jesus did work and hope. He 
talked with angels. The angels came 
and ministered unto him. 
He saw 


heaven not afar off but close by. 
Tt. 


was not a vision ot unreality to him. 
but among tho real things of his ex- 
istence. "Our Father who art In heav- 
en," he taught us to pray. There is, 
then, something above us and some- 
thing beyond 'is- The supernatural, 
the eternal, 
the invisible ot which 


Paul speaks are living realities in the 
life of joy. There Come to us physical 
pain, disease, weariness, the breaking 
down of the tissues ot the body, old 
age, decay, 
physical death—these 


things are Insignificant by the side of 
the tremendous factors of everylasting 
life. "Oh death, where is thy sting! 
Oh grave, where 
Is thy 
victory! 


Thanks be to God who glveth us the 
victory through our 
Lord Jesus 


Christ." 


Then, with everything else, Is this 


of captivity those who are held in 
chains, just so far we shall increase 
our own happiness. 


1 say Jesus walking with God, living 


with the Father, taking for granted the 
great facts of immortality and the ul-

H is not in 
earthly power but in. the being of life 
that the most exquisite happiness is 
found. The secret of happiness is not 
complicated. It Is simple. It consists 
in living as near to God as we can 
every day, in talking with him in famil- 
iar communion when we are In trouble 
and when we are in joy. In realizing 
that the earthly history Is hut a part 
of the great life which men shall al- 
ways live. 
In the tremendous con- 


sciousness every moment that we are 
in the presence of supernatural things. 
In the knowledge that the ills of the 
flesh and tho weaknesses and disap- 
pointments of the mind are but as 
broken playthings .to the grown-up man 
or woman because there Is a heaven 
above us and an Immortality within 
us, realizing that the daily struggle 
is worth making when it makes for 
character, 
and that tho overcoming 


life is tho only one possible to a person 
made in the Image of Go'd. 


The Problem Solved. 


So that the secret of happiness re- 


solves itself at last into this, becom- 
ing Cbristllke, learning of his charac- 
ter nnd of his nature, loving God with 
all our mind and loving our neighbors 
as ourselves, centering the affections 
and tho passions of life around being 
instead of getting, remembering that 
we are a part of the great universe of 
everlasting things and that the earth- 
ly life Is preparation for an eternal 
life of magnificent possibility, re- 
leased from the things which have 
vexed us herot released from the things 
which have tortured us here. We are 
not enduring theso things as the Stoics 
did, shutting our lipa and hardening 
our faces, but even In the midst of 
the cruel things, and the hard things, 
and the disappointing things, we learn 
to go about our tasks with joy, even 
as ho did. The only radiant Son of 
God, to whom we come hack as a 
source of the joy of our spirits. 
"These things," He said, "I have spok- 
en unto you that my joy might remain 
in you, and that your joy may bo made 
full." 
Let. us get from him our joy, 


that we may, like him, be able to give 
again to those, who are in need.
